&ives us one or two instances of men 
carrying in a mental manner a message 
to their friends. 

Now, it is true that we have got to be 
gin and gather up the facts as we goon 
in progression. We can not always 
reach our friends because these laws are 
not understood, but it la by the practice 
of mind concentration that man can in 
this manner obtain practical results, 
which will some time be underetood, 
We have a great many things in thig 
world, and practical results come from 
them as soon as we understand tbem. 
The great electric question of to-day, 
whlch has been answered to a certain 
extent, has brought practical, useful and 
beneficial results, but we are now just in 
the condition of the old phllosopber 
who raised the demons and did not 
know how to still them. We shall have 
to carry our practical results still further 
and become familiar witb it, to know 
how to manage this wild horse of the 
beavens before we can say we are In 
possession of the great secreta of this 
electric force. Oace our master, when 
we come to understand him he becomes 
the subject. 

Then let us strive in these matters to 
look forward witb hope of having ever 
new and wonderful inventions.

+ Carolina, September 1, 1886, was the se- 
verest, hitherto, in the history of the 
United States. A large pa of the city 
was either damaged, or laM& in ruins.

| shocks had all the elements of dire destruc- 
tion, .only wanting in intensity. The 
whirling motion was manifese from the 
contorted shape of the railroad tracks. 
Numerous crevasses were opened down 
deep into earth’s crust, from which mud, 
-sand and water were ejected. From one 
wp Of thése openings seven diffgrent kinde of 
sand were thrown out. The wells in dif-

of volcanic origin, and has suffered terri- 
bly from frequent and kindred visitations. 
In 1586 Japan was convuleed by a terrific 
earthquake, and many of her linest cities 
laid in ruins, attended with a fearful loss 
of life. Again in 1873, Japan was made 
the focue of this internal force. Twenty 
towns, with all their inhabitants, were de 
troyed. The same year Niphon was 
laid waste. In ten years after this Tapan 
was again made the centre of another dis- 
aster. Cities, towns and villages suflered 
untold damagee, and fifty-thiee thousand 
human beings lost their lives Coming on 
down lọ 1854. we fiad Japan again the un- 
fortunate centre of this volcanic agency. 
Simoda was destroyed.’ Not yet satiated 
with this loss of life and property, the 
smouldering fires of destruction slumbering 
beneath this ill starred locality for nearly 
a year, when they again broke forth in 
their utmost vehemence, and the populous 
city of Yeddo was reduced to a mass of 
ruins, and thirty thousand persons perish: 
ed. One hundred thousand houses were 
made shapeless heaps. ~ 
Few persons have an idea of the fre 

quency of earthquake shocks in California. 
ln the long, long ago, the coast range 
mountains were thrown up from the bot- 
tom of the Pacific. Geological evidences 
indicate this event to have been compara- 
tively sudden, Ancient river beds in Cal- 
ifornia, poiat to a change in the surface of 
the country, by which the river was lost. 
‘The broad Columbia, washing the base of 
Mt. Adams, of Mt. Hood, of Mt. St. Hel- 
ens, and the precipitious Dalless, reveals 
many obstructions thrown in the way 6f: 
its quiet march to the sea. Twu noted 
earthquakes are recorded by the Span- 
iards; as having taken place in California; 
one in 1S90, and the other in 1808. From 
this time to 1850 no record of such phe- 
nomena was kept. From 1850 to 1865, a 
period of fifteen years, there were within 
the limits of California, no less than one 
hundred and fifty-six earthquake shocks, 
varying in intensity ftom the light tremor, 
to the terrific convulsions.—Independent 
Pulpit.

Tobacco asa Medicine. 

Peter Coulter, of Rushville, Ind., declares 

that he hae been kept alive for seventy 
years by the constant use of tobacco. 
lle fe now Sy years of age, saya a St. 
Louis Globe Democrat correspondent’ 
and commenced smoking and chewing 
when a boy of t4, although then, as now, 
he detested both the taste and smell of it. 
Ife would gladly quit using the noxidus 
weed, but fears that he would probably not 
long survive its discontinuance, 

When a boy about the age above mén- 
tioned he was suddenly taken ill with fever, 
and the disease left a very dangerous sore 
on his left side that grew quite large and 
annoyed him with constant and increasing 
pains. His physician informed him that 
there was but one remedy, “use tobacco," 
or he must die. To this he at first objected, 
but finally’ began smoking.’ For four 
years the smoking made him sick and did 
not: seem to decrease the size of the sore, 
though the pain was much lessened. 

The doctor then recommended him to 
chew tobacco instead af smoking He did 
so, and the sore at once began to show an 
improvement, and the pain ceased alto- 

gether. But whenever he ceases chewing 
for any considerable Jength of time the 
sore returns and increases in size, and he 
states that to desist from chewing for a 
month would be at the risk af his life.— 
Chicago News.

We may answer this by simply saying 
that spirits are not detectives, and will not 
answer questions that have, as yet, no 
weight as evidence in court. But as soon 
as spirit testimony will be accepted by a 
jury, or permitted to be, the want will be 
attended to. The spirit world only sup- 
plies the needs of mankind in an official 
manner ae they are required or sought for 
in true earnestness and not to gratify a 
whim, a curiosity or a test, Individual 
spirits might try the latter, and do, but it 
is not always within their province to act 
without the permission of the governing 
power of the spirit world. Spirite are 
subjected to lawa as mortals are and thus 
cannot always act as they would like to or 
as they may feel inclined. It is only 
through such trials and heart’s despair 
that man can be brought to an understand- 
ing of, or a desire for spiritual facts. But 
“geek and thou shalt find; ask and thou 
shalt receive.” If the court believes suffi- 
ciently in the virtue of the bible to pre- 
vent perjury, why does it not believe in Ite 
teachings? As soon as Christianity will 
accept ite own teachings in the right epir- 
it, light will come to them. Until then 
spiritual facts will he the property of Spir- 
itualiste alone. Besides this, psychometry 
and clairvoyance might aid in the work, 
but wherever they have revealed anything, 
the credit was stolen and the rewards 
given to others because the former could 
make no claims legally. So these too 
have been shut out or discouraged and no 
more aid need be expected from such 
sources until past claims have been made 
good, or future promises gain a legal basis. 
In the meantime let the material world 
use material means of finding the truth.

INDEPENDENCE OF SPIRIT. 

Only he who ia strictly honest can af» 
ford to be independent. The hypocrite 
dare not be; the dishonest cannot be; the 
coward fears to be; and the selfish gener- 
ally lack the intuitive wisdom to be inde- 
pendent. Being in spiritual darkness or 
having their nature beclouded by selfish- 
Ness, men are more or less under the do- 
minion of others’ will, and, apparently, as 
nature decrees, to make them hors de 
combat.

Your paper 
will grow more popular, and where you 
now have hundreds you may, in time, 
have thousands of subscribers.
